It seems apparent to me that MRA does not 
have a particular social or political program 
for reform, other than the moral regeneration 
of men, especially those who are in positions 
of political and economic power. There is no 
reason why it should have such a program. 
Most churches and religions do not have them. 
Political and social acts flow from the charac- 
fer of the persons and communities which re- 
spond to the religious beliefs. The question 
does bother me, however ::Why is MRA neces- 
sary, above and beyond the religions we have, 
Christian and otherwise? 

It is clear that MRA is ambitious and well- 
managed and financed. It operates on a world- 
scale; indeed, it often seems inordinately 
proud of its accomplishments, citing victories 
in Japan, Brazil, India; South® Africa, Cyprus, 
which ~consequently have. appeared rather 
ephemeral, if victories at all. One does not 
need to be either a skeptic or an enemy of 
MRA, like Driberg, to doubt these claims and 
the VIP name-dropping| which accompanies 
them in the big ads and the books.

I began this column by citing the variety of 
contrary opinions which come to me. I am 
grateful to MRA adherents for putting the case 
for their movement.

Canada, with time, will take 
@ greater interest in Pacific 
affairs than it does at present 
one of Britain's top administra, 
tors said Saturday, 

Trafford Smith, assistant 
under secretary of state in the 
Colonial Office, said like the 
United States which became 
more and more concerned with 
the countries and colonies of 
the Pacific, Canada would be- 
come more involved in Pacific! 
affairs.

Victoria for the Christmas 
season before proceeding on a 
familiarization tour of the Pac-| | 
cific islands: 

He is staying at the home of 
his cousin, Mr. Tom Dalzell |

His tour will take him to the 
Fiji Islands, the Gilbert and 
Elice: Islands ¢olony, Pitcairn 
Island, Tonga protectorate, thé 
New Hebrides, the Solomon 
Islands and eventually aue-|

SELF-GOVERNMENT 

Britain's policy, he said, ts to 
encourage all its island colonies | 
to become. self-government 
states. 

“We would like to see them | 
run their own affairs,’’ he said |

About 45 members of -the 
Victoria Natural History So- 
clety split up info teams and 
recorded all birds seen be. 
tween dawn and dusk, 

About 50,000 birds were 
counted, roughly the same as 


last year, said co-ordinator 
David Stirling. 

Robins and varied thrushes, 
were particularly numerous, 
especially where there are old 
apples and hawthorn berries. 

“What this means is that 
the Vancouver area Was 
frozen up, and most of them 


came to Victoria to weather 
the storm,” said Mr. Stirling. 

A large percentage of birds 
counted were sea birds or 


water fowl. 

Some summer birds such as 
goldfinches, cowbirds and blue- 
birds were seen. An orange- 


crowned warbler and e fulmar 
were counted. 

The fulmar is a bird of the 
high seas not usually found close 
to ‘shore. 

“It is hard to say why it was 
close to shore,”’ said Mr. Stir- 
ling. “There may have been a 


storm, or lack of food or it may 
have been injured.”’_ . 


The count, first done officially 


here in 1958, encompassed a 15- 
mile diameter circle from Island 
View Beach to Oak Bay and 
Cordova Bay to Witty’s Lagoon.

Dr. Malfetti, director of Co- 
lumbia’s Safety Education 
Project, added: “The com- 
posite safety difference (be- 
tween big and little cars) may 
be so small that driving com- 
petence alone is the overrid- 
ing factor." 

However, Cornell Aeronau- 
tical Laboratory, Buffalo, 
N.Y., after a study of nearly 
73,000 - injury - producing car 
crashes, states that there is 
no reason to believe that small 
ears avoid accidents easier 
than large ones. There is in- 
sufficient evidence, says Corn- 
ell, to show that either big or 
little cars have a higher acci- 
dent rate. 

But the Cornell study does 
indicate that fatal injuries are 


about 50-per cent higher in- 


little cars involved in serious 
accidents. And fatalities oc- 
cur 30 per cent more often in 
medium-sized cars compared 
to big cars. 

One possible reason may lie 
in the higher ejection rate of 
small“cars—60 per cent more 
frequent. And risk of injury, 
say the experts, is twice as 
great if one is flying through 
the air rather than riding out
